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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1 -1 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: numerours 
punctuation appear throughout claims 1-15 (e.g. long trunk: composed of and a 
base frame: using a support...). Examiner suggest to change " long trunk: compsed..." 
to " a trunk composed of a plurality of pipes..." or "a base frame including a support 
surface... Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claim 4 recites ' the hollow short pipes having tenon 

for the convenience to fix it." It is indefinite because it is unclear as to what "if is 

refered to here. Is it for the fixing one pipe to another pipe? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harris 
(US Pat. No 1,656,148). 

As best understood from the claim language Harris discloses a collapsible 
Christmas tree in combination with string lights including a long trunk (10) composed of 
many short pipes (19, 20, and 21), a base frame (22), multiple branches (21a), many 
lamp bulbs (24), pipes having tenon (27), short pipe having a L-indetation (26). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wilcox, II (US Pat. No 5,342,661 ) discloses a foldable artificial 
tree. Woolford (US Pat. No 5,776,559) discloses an electric Christmas tree including a 
functional control. Chang (US Pat. No 6,030,670) discloses a decorative Christmas tree 
including a plurality of sections connected together to make up the trunk of the tree. 
Huang (US Pat. No 4,496,615) discloses a collapsible tree including a plurality of rings 
for attaching the tree branches to the trunk of the tree.
